REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


In the Final Office Action the Examiner acknowledged that claims 22 and 23 were 
allowed, but continued to reject claim 33 "under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over U.S. Patent 6,138,435 to Kocher."
